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The 1973 AV/ index follows the general pattern of recent years in that it uses a muiti- 
descriptor system primarily designed for mechanical and/or electronic use. Every attempt 
has been made to keep it compatible with traditional methods of retrieving information. 
Most terms used are those appearing in previous AV/ indexes. 

In order to conserve space, the references in the subject index carry only the name of 
the author, the month in which the article appeared, and the page number. This is suf- 
ficient infozsmation to look up the article. If full bibliographic reference is needed, it is 
necessary to refer to the article itself or to the author index. 

Individual entries under subject terms are in chronological (NOT alphabetical) order 
according to the issue of Audiovisual /nstruction in which they appeared. This was done to 
facilitate looking up articles within the same volume.
